75 years 
for attack 


Sixteen-year-old Kareem 
Jett broke down in tears Mon- 
day as he told a Madison 
County judge that God has 
forgiven him for the murder 
of an 87-year-old man and the 
brutal attack of the man’s 
female: acquaintance in her 
Edwardsville home. 

Jett, who was convicted in 
April of the first-degree mur- 
der of Irwin Dollinger of Troy 
and the attempted first- 
degree murder of Bernice 

ja, 67, was sentenced to 75 
years in prison. 

Prosecutors had-sought-a 
life sentence for the Oct. 7, 
1993, attacks. Madison County 
Chief Criminal Judge Edward 
C. Ferguson spared Jett a life 
sentence but told him he Was 
better off to have faith in God 
because there was little Fer- 
guson could do for him. 

Earlier this month, Fergu- 
sonb also sentenced Jett’s 
accomplice, 20-year-old 
Anthony Townser, to 75 years 
in prison. 

Madison County Assistant 
State’s Attorney Susan Jen- 
sen, who prosecuted both, 
said she was pleased both 
Jett and Townser received 
the same sentence.

For some employees, the 
worker said, early retirement 
may be a better option.

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Area veteran shares 
his WWII memories

Clarence West, now a Glen Carbon resident but who lived on 
Portland Terrace in Comtasyae for 17 years, was 23 when his toy 
of duty in World War an. 

Now, 50 years after hen devastating war the world has ever 
known ended, the 79-year-old (“‘Forty going on my ‘second forty,” 
as West says) shares his memories of that conflict. : 

Following basic training in the U.S. and more intense training in 
Bath, England, West and about 7,000 other soldiers departed for 
the dreaded trip across the English Channel to the coast of France 

‘West said no one on board the Queen Mary was apprehensive 
about what they might find in France. The Germans ad been 
driven out of that country long before West arrived in England in 
1944. 

The real fear, West said, was of German U-boats. 

“We were as nervous as we could be. Those U-boats did a lot 
more damage than was ever reported by the press. Lots of soldiers 
lost their lives crossing that channel ‘before they even had a 
chance to get into the war.” eee. 2 

‘West, whose three brothers also served in World War II, said the 
Queen Mary would change her course every three minutes in an 
attempt to avoid deadly encounters with the German submarines. 

““You could watch the bow of that boat swing back and forth 
every three minutes,” West said. “‘We thought they were crazy but 
what we didn’t find out until later was that it took those U-boats 
four minutes to lock on to a target.” _ 

As a member of an anti-aircraft unit, West said he was fortunate 
enough to avoid much close contact with the enemy. His biggest 
scare came when a shell from a large German cannon landed 
nearby while he was standing in a chow line in a small town in 
Germany-near-the- Rhine River. 

“TI was talking to the man ahead of me in line when a 
screaming-meemie hit and killed him and the two men standing in 
front of him,” West said. ‘“That’s the closest I came to dying over 
there.” 

West had the responsibility of protecting gasoline dumps along 
the Autobahn for most of the war. His final assignment prior to 
victory was protecting the 9th Army Headquarters ‘building in 
Brunswick, Germany, from enemy attack. West said he was there 
when he learned of Germany’s defeat. 

While they were happy to hear, the excitement he and the other 
soldiers in Brunswick felt May 7, 1945, when Germany surrendered 
was short-lived. 

“We were really worried about invading Japan,” West said. “We 
didn’t have time to celebrate. We were sent back to basic training 
to prepare for the invasion. We couldn't believe it — they were 
sending us back to do the same stuff we had learned when we first 
ente} the Army.’’ 

The German people, kept ignorant by their government, refused 
to believe the news. 

“The Hitler Youth would march every day.through the streets 
for two weeks after the surrender,” West said. “‘They didn’t 
believe they had lost.’’ 

The invasion of Japan was no more than a week away when the 
U.S. dropped the A-bomb, West said 

He said he thought he and his buddies ‘‘were going to go home 

-and live.” 

West spent the next 13 months after Japan’s surrender guarding 
German soldiers and keeping the German public away from 
former Polish, Czechoslovakian and Yugoslavian prisoners. 

West said his experience in World War II did not make him 
bitter or angry toward the people of other countries. 

“T don’t hold a grudge against any of the people in Europe," 
West said. “I think the Germans are a good people just like us. I 
didn’t find out Hitler was killing Jews in the concentration camps 
until I got back home and I don’t think the German people were 
aware of that, either.””

Flooding, traffic 
problems cited

Groups opposing a proposed $75-million 
wood-to-energy plant in Madison declined to call 
any witnesses during testimony at Wednesday’s 
siting hearing in Madison, after saying the 
hearing should not continue because the city 
could not legally hold it. 

Instead, a number of individuals — most of 
them Cloverleaf subdivision residents — testified 
against the plant. 

‘A list of 25 witnesses opposing the plant had 
been submitted by Kathy Andria of Stop Polluting 
Illinois, but she withdrew the list at 2 p.m. 
Wednesday. 

That action came after she and Jim Bensman 
of the Sierra Club, the other primary opponent of 
the plant, objected to the continuing of the 
hearing. 

In his objection, Bensman said the city doés not 
have jurisdiction to hold the hearing because 
proponents did not produce any evidence that 
they had properly notified residents of the 
project. _ ‘ 

John ope: attorney for developer Michael 
Yrtis, said certified letters were sent to all 
adjoining property owners. 

However, proof of that was not included in 
evidence submitted by the city at the start of the 
hearing. 

After examining the records, City Attorney 
Casper Nighohossian said he had thought those 
notices were included. 

Bensman said because they were not, that was 
a “fatal flaw’’ and the hearings should be 
stopped. 

Hearing officer Charles King suggested 
proponents be allowed to get the list and submit 
it later that day 

Bensman objected, saying proponents had 
already ended their presentation and could not 
submit additional evidence. 

King then reminded opponents that the official 
rules had been bent considerably to allow them a 
chance to submit evidence, witness lists and 
testimony. 

“You are saying the same considerations 
should not be given to the applicant,”’ King said. 

King said because he had waived the five-day 
requirement for the opponent’s witness list, “all 
these issues are gone.”’ 

He then ruled against the objection. 

‘ At that time, Andria withdrew SPILL’s witness 
ist. 

The first witness was Nameoki Township Clerk 
Helen Hawkins, who said flooding problems in 
the area are ‘‘very serious” because of the high 
water table. 

While questioning Hawkins, Nighohossian said 
if there were stormwater sewers in Cloverleaf, 
the area would be able to drain. 

Vrtis has said that when sewer lines are 
extended to the plant,.some kind of arrangements 
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Madison City Attorney Casper Nighohossian explains the economic benefits of the facility 


during last week’s hearings. 


would be made to allow Cloverleaf residents to 
hook into the lines. 

Nighohossian also said there are problems with 
septic tanks in the subdivision, and asked 
Hawkins what affect that would have on property 
values.

George R. Arnold, a retired professor and a

Property value _ 
effect. ‘minimal’

Expert witnesses and supporters of a proposed 
$75-million wood-to-energy plant finished 
testimony during the second day of siting 
hearings in Madison. 

Most witnesses brought in by the developer, 
Mark Vrtis of Metro East LLC, testified in 
hearings Tuesday that lasted about 15 hours. 

On Wednesday, local experts testified.on real 
estate values and traffic patterns. 

Peter Poletti, a local certified real estate 
mepraioet testified that the plant would have 
little effect on property values in the nearby 
Cloverleaf subdivision. 

He also said keeping access roads to the plant 
and creating buffer zones would minimize 
harmful effects. 

Responding to questions from opponents, he 
also said the development would not force all 
wildlife to leave. 

“T’ve certainly seen wildlife around power 
plants,” he said. 

He specifically cited wild turkey around the 
Illinois Power plant in East Alton. Deer and 
eagles are also common near the power plant. 


Mark Steyer, a traffic engineer and consultant 
from Collinsville, was the said that large trucks 
would be routed around residential areas to 
minimize impact on local traffic patterns. 

He said all large trucks would enter the plant 
site from a private road south of Harrison on 
Illinois 203. He said that road — now crushed 
rock — would have to be improved to 
accommodate the increased traffic. 

All heavy truck traffic would come from 
Interstate 55 70. 


After the experts finished testifying, four others 
talked in favor of the project. 

Tadas Kicielinski, executive secretary of the 
Southwest Illinois Building Trades Council, said 
the project would provide jobs. 


“It means a lot of jobs for the people I 
represent,” he said. ‘‘This town has been an 
industrial town, and people gravitated here 
because of the good jobs.’’ 


Madison resident Dan Poston of the Madison 
Community Action Group testified in favor of the 
plant. He also said that after talking to Vrtis, 
nine of ten members support it. 


Poston said that during a recent vacation he 
saw a similar plant in Michigan, and was 
impressed, although he had some reservations. 

After talking to Vrtis, he said, those 
reservations were gone. 


R C-Bush, executive vice president of the 
‘Tri-City Chamber of Commerce, said the ben¢fits 
of the project are “enormous.” 

Bush also said the city of Madison has. 
such an opportunity in the past 20 years:

No reductions in wheat program 


Agriculture secretary-Dan—Glickman said_he intends_not_to 
require wheat producers to keep land idle for the 1996 wheat 


Program. 

“Official announcement of the provisions of the 1996 wheat 
program cannot be made until new farm legislation is passed by 
Congress and signed into law by the president,”” Glickman said. 

“However, wheat farmers will be making -1996 planting deci- 
sions in the upcoming weeks and they need to know as much as 
possible about next year’s program. Since USDA expects a con- 
tinued tight supply demand situation, both here and abroad, pro- 
ducers should plan that the 1996 wheat program will probably 
not include any acreage reduction requirements,”’ he said. 

“However, this may change depending upon the outcome of 
the farm bill.and any major changes in market conditions,” 
Glickman said. 

Because the authority to implement a wheat program similar 
to the present program expires with the 1995 cro the 
announcement was made to provide producers with an ication 
of what the 1996 wheat acreage reduction program requirements 
might be, assuming the reauthorization of current authority. 

“T know the difficulties and uncertainties producers will face 
this fall if they have to make planting decisions without specific 
knowledge of program uirements,” Glickman said. ““USDA 
will continue to work with the Con; for passage of new farm 
legislation that will put an end to is uncertainity.””

Family fitness seems to come alive during the summer months 
when the weather begins to cooperate and the outdoors becomes 
the natural setting for exercise. 

Whether your family is interested in walking, running, specific 
exercises or a combination, the perfect place for the entire 
family’s needs can be found at the fitness trail. 


FITNESS t-ails can provide a variety of exercise options for 
each member of the family. Some members may choose to walk 
the trail while others enjoy running. And some may also enjoy 
stopping at the designated stations to try the exercise listed. 

The exercises posted at many of the trails allow you to choose 
different options depending on your individual fitness level. Before 
beginning any fitness trail workout, remember to start at the 
beginning and read all the information about the trail, the exercise 
plan provided and how you fit into the trail’s program. If you or 
your family is just beginning an exercise program, the first 
(beginner's) level should be followed. Don’t try and master the 
trail on your first try. 

Most fitness trails in the area offer a series of stretching 
exercises at the first few stations. But, if your family has decided 
to use the trail for walking or running, warm-ups and cool-downs 
are important to avoid fitness injuries.

Begin with a simple warm-up — 
three minutes of walking in place will help to increase the blood — 
flow to inactive muscles. After your muscles are warmed up, begin 
stretching. For walkers and runners on the trail, concentrate on 
stretching out the legs and arms. For those who are working the 
stators along the trail, be sure to stretch your entire body before 

CCORDING TO St. Elizabeth’s Hospital exercise specialist, 
Greg Boivin, the cool-down is just as important as the warm-up. 

“The cool-down should be gradual to allow your heart rate and 
blood pressure to return to the resting states,” Boivin said. “A few 
simple stretches afterward will keep your muscles from stiffening 
and help prevent musculoskeletal injury or soreness.’’ 

If you or your family members are using the trail for walking 
exercises, continue walking for three to five minutes after you’ve 
finished the trail, but at a slower pace as part of your cool-down. 
For those running, a brisk walk at the end will allow your body to 
cool-down. 

Don’t forget, there are many cities within a short drive from 
your home that have wonderful trails. Call the Parks and 
Recreation Department of other cities to find out more about their 
fitness trails.

— Infants aren’t able to regulate their body temperatures as 
much as adults, so they must be watched closely during hot 
days. 

— Give infants plenty of water or juices, see they get plenty of 
rest and don’t overdress them. Just a diaper will do. On 
extremely hot days, sponge them with cool water. 

— Older people should slow down and take it easy. Spend as 
much time as possible in air-conditioned places, such as shop- 
ping malls. 

— Watch for the following symptoms of heat stress: muscle 
cramps, moist, cool skin, rapid pulse, nausea or vomiting, loss 
of breath and headache.

Doctors 


Janet didn’t need a doctor to — 


tell her something was wrong. 

For more than a decade, she 
had watched as breast cancer 
stalked her family. Her mother 
was diagnosed in 1978, at the 
age of 47. Her aunt was struck 
a year later. The aunt’s 
29-year-old daughter was next, 
then another daughter, then one 
of Janet’s sisters. 

The two cousins and the sister 
died,-and-in-1992, the shadow. 
fell on Janet. She, too, had 
breast cancer. She was 40 years 
old. 

By then, Janet’s sister Susan 
— four years younger and free 
of any sign of disease — could 
not stand waiting for what she 
viewed as the inevitable. She 
decided to do the only thing she 
could to avoid the tragedy that 
had befallen her mother, aunt, 
cousins and sisters: She 
ischeduled surgery to have both 
her healthy breasts removed. 

Janet and Susan — who used 
assumed names to protect their 


privacy — told their story last 
all to several hundred 
geneticists and researchers 
gathered in Montreal for the 
annual meeting of the American 
Society of Human Genetics. 

As Janet began, the audience 
fell silent. The sorrow in her 
voice filled the cavernous hall, 
where pooeeors and researchers 
were beginni to grapple with 
a pot aie Be any they had 
faced before. 

Last year, the mystery behind 
the shadow that fell on the 
women of Janet's family was 
solved. Researchers identified 
the gene causing the breast 
cancer in families like hers. 

But the discovery did little to 
lift the shadow. Instead, it 
brought with it a fearsome 
power. For the first time, 
doctors could predict, decades 
in advance, which members of 
those families would get cancer 
and which would not. 

Within weeks of the discovery, 
Susan became one of the first

‘women to undergo testing. Only 
days before the scheduled 
surgery to remove her breasts, 
doctors notified her of the 
results: She did not carry the 
breast cancer mutation. 

That meant her risk of 
Gevelopinig breast cancer was 
normal — not astronomical, as 
it would be if she carried the 
gene. She canceled the surgery. 

For many others, however, 
including other women in 
Janet’s-and-Susan’s family, 
doctors have only bad-news: 
Many of those women are 
carrying ‘genetic markers”

indicating they have the 
mutation. And doctors can do 
nothing to help them. 

Some day, it may be possible 
to pluck out harmful genetic 
mutations, to ‘‘cure’’ bad genes. 
In the meantime, doctors who 
have identified patients at risk 
can only watch helplessly as 
their fates unfold. 

Collins directs the National 
Center for Human Genome 
Research, an effort to identify 
all the estimated 100,000 genes 
in-humans = including an 
unknown number of cancer 


agonize over ability to predict 


Last year, researchers 
discovered genes that make it 
possible to identify the 
individuals at risk in families 
ravaged by colon cancer. More 
such genes are sure to follow, 
Collins said. 

“These genes for cancer are 
getting cloned willy-nilly. 
Testing would have potential 
benefits if we knew what to 
recommend. But we don't.” 

A few years ago, doctors 
found the gene for Huntington’s 
disease, a crippling and 
ultimately fat nerve disorder 
that killed folk singer Woody 
Guthrie. They are close to 
finding a genetic indicator of 
Alzheimer's disease. 

Collins is among many 
geneticists who see a crisis 
building. Pressure to make 
testing available is coming not 
only from patients like Janet 
and Susan, but also from 
biotechnology companies, which 
stand to make a fortune selling 
test kits. 


Cancer 


This new ability to predict 
cancer raises a host of vexing 
scientific and ethical questions. 
How should the tests be. - 
interpreted outside the research 
lab? Should tes! be offered to 
anyone? What kind of 
psychological support should be 
provided? 

Cancer testing also is likely to 
have a disastrous impact on 
patients’ health insurance. 
Insurance companies may drop 
coverage for people carrying 
cancer genes. And as the ability 
to test for such genes grows, 
the pool of people excluded 
from coverage could grow. 

“We are carrying around 
pre-existing conditions, and 
we're learning more about how 
to find them,” Collins said. 
“Pretty soon, we're all going to 
be uninsurable.”” 

A further problem is that the 
government hasn't decided what. 
it should do to assure the 
accuracy of the new gene tests 
and ensure they aren’t misused.

Low tech for lo 


Chiropractors get a boost and 
surgeons a setback in new, 
government-backed guidelines 
on how to treat low back pain. 
For most sufferers, the 
guidelines say, problems will go 
away on their own within a 
month. 

In the interim, the experts 
said the best advice is to spend 
no more than two-or-three days 
in bed, take over-the-counter 
painkillers and start moderate, 
Jow-stress exercise such as 
walking or swimming as soon 
as ible. 

e new guidelines for acute 
low back pain frown on surgery 
and a host of high-cost 
tests — including x-rays, CT 
scans and magnetic resonance 
imaging. They dismiss as 
unproven-such treatments as 
spinal traction, biofeedivack, 
transcutaneous electrical nerve 
stimulation, acupuncture, 
steroids and injections. 

But they say that spinal 
manipulation, usually performed 
by a chiropractor, “can be 
helpful for patients with acute 
low back problems...within the 
first month of symptoms.” 

Up to 20 percent of adults 
suffer low back problems each 
year, and four out of five will 


ience the agonizing 
problem at least once before 
their 50th birthday. 

The new guidelines offer back 
sufferers reassurance that 
“there are safe, effective, 
‘low-tech’ ways to feel better 
and get back to regular 
activities while your back heals 
on its own,” said Dr. Philip R. 
Lee, the assistant secretary for 
health and head of the Public 
Health Service. 

Dr. Stanley J. Bigos, 
professor of orthopedic surgery 
at the University of Washington 
School of Medicine in Seattle 
and chairman of the 23-member 
panel of experts, said the 

uidelines offered ‘‘new hope to 

ose who are confused about 
the myriad of approaches to 
acute low back problems.” 

‘Too often in the past, Bigos 
said, doctors have sent patients 
to bed for extended periods, 
given them “‘disorientin: 
painkillers” and order: 
“needless, confusing tests.” 

The experts said surgery 
hel only one in 100 ple 
with sudden back problems. 
Extensive diagnostic tests are 
in order only for those patients 
who a doctor suspects might 
have a fracture, a tumor, an 


wer back 


infection or severe nerve 
involvement. 

The guidelines state, “even 
having a lot of back pain does 
not by itself mean you need 
surgery.” 

For nine out of 10 adults, the 
back problem will go away 
spontaneously within four 
weeks, even if it is a repeat 
episode. An ice pack applied to 
the painful area for five-or 10- --- 
minutes may help in the first 48 
hours. Beyond that, a heating 
pad or hot shower or bath_may..... 
work. 

The experts reviewed more 
than 3,900 studies in preparing 
the guidelines for the U.S. __ 
Agency for Health Care Policy 
and Research. -

Brown patches visible 
now could be the result of 
grub damage this past 
spring. For now, just keep 
watering. Wait until fall to 
begin applying grub 
controls. 


Experts have estimated 
that the insect population in 
one square mile of land 
equals approximately the 
total human population of 
the entire world 


Before applying granular 
grub controls, the soil and 
thatch layer should be 
moist, but the grass blades 
dry. Water the lawn 
thoroughly, letting the soil 
get completely wet. When 
the grass dries, apply the 
product. The lawn should 
be watered thoroughly 
within one hour of appli- 
cation to help carry the 
insecticide into the root 
zone. 


How many insects in the 
world? Mind-boggling. The 
bugs are definitely here in 
great numbers, that’s for 
sure. But there’s good news 
to go along with it. Less 
than one percent of these 
insects are considered 
harmful or destructive. And 
from that group, only a 
minute number actually 
damage turf. 





Grubs may remain active 
for a month or so after 
treatment. Some of them 
don't give up without a 
battle, so a re-application or 
two may be necessary. ~ 


Most of these turf-destroy- 
ing bugs do their dirty work 
by devouring the grass 
roots. And naturally that 
means you never know 
they're there until the 
damage shows up. 





Lawns with areas of only 
minor damage can recover 
by treating it as a newly- 
sodded lawn. Severe 
damage, unfortunately, calls 

~for a re-seeding job.It's best 

to wait until fall, however, 
since the hot summer sun 
can play havoc with seeds 
trying to germinate. When 
fall rolls around with its 
cool temperatures, things 
will be easier. 


One of the more common 
insects to plague lawns in 
this country is the white 
grub. These critters aré 
small, usually not more than 
an inch long and are 
grayish-white in color. They 
have brown heads and three 
pairs of legs. Not very 
pleasant, and what they do 
to lawns definitely isn't. 


There are a number of 
grass seeds available at 
Frank's. Pick out the right 
one and simply follow the 
instructions for reseeding. 


As we mentioned, these 
insects feed on the grass 
roots in fall and spring and 
could destroy your entire 
lawn if left unchecked. If 
they don't finish the job in 
the fall, they'll move deep 
into the soil during the 
winter, but they'll be back 
next spring

“We think Longacre Park in 
Fairview Heights is the premi- 
um facility in the area,” said 
Hogan. ‘“‘We would like to model 
this field after that park.”” 

First, the Friends would like 
to move the home plate at Max- 
vill out 12-15 feet. Then, a (bad- 
ly needed) fence would be put 
in the outfield. The dimensions 
for the outfield fence have 
already been agreed on: 320 
feet down the lines, 365 in the 
alleys and 390 to dead center 
field. 

The grass will be re-sodded, 
and existing fences will be 
mended. Eventually, new. dug- 
outs will be built. The crowning 
jewels would be the construction 
of grandstands for fans to watch 
in comfort and lights for the 
entire 4-diamond area 

“It would be nice to have a 
drain and sprinkler system 
underneath the field, too,”” 
Hogan said. ‘“‘At Longacre, it 
poured heavily one night, and 
the next day they were watering 
the field. 

“But that would cost a lot of 
money. We're looking at about 
$5,000 just to reshape and re-sod 
the field. With a sprinkler sys- 
tem, that. shopts up to about 
$15,000. We'll have to wait and 
see what happens, but our first 
job will be to redo the “infield, 
and the fences would probably 
be next.”” 

Hogan said the park board 
has OK’d the Friends’ ideas in 
principle, but everything must 

voted on by the board before 
actual construction can begin 
He added Longacre officials will 
be contacted for their help in 
planning alterations 

“We want the people in Gran- 
ite City to have a great facili. 
ty,” he said. “‘That’s what we're 
about. So far, the Park Board 
has responded very positively.”” 

Of course, money is the real 
issue. The Friends will hold a 
Chicken and Beer Dance on Sat- 
urday, Aug. 12 to help kick off 
interest in the effort. The dance 
will take place at 7 p.m. at St 
Gregory Hall on Colonial Drive 
in Granite City, and admission 
will be just $10. Several activi- 
ties are planned, such as a 
sports auction featuring St. Lou- 
is Cardinals and Kevin Greene 
items. 

“This will be an -ongoing 
thing, and we've just got start 
ed,’’ Hogan said. ‘It will take a 
lot’ of time and a lot of money, 
but we want people to know 
that just about everybody 
involved in Granite City base- 
ball will be a part of this effort 
If -we.can get it done, it will be 
Granite City’s field, and Granite 
City deserves a field like this."”
